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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicants' remarks/arguments on pages 5-7 
of the after final amendment remain unpersuasive for the same reasons as set forth in sections 4 and 6 of the final rejection mailed May 3, 
2007. Furthermore, in reference to the applicants' arguments in the paragraph bridging pages 5 and 6 of the amendment, it is noted that 
there are 3 superimposed metal strips (9a,9b,9c) taught by Okita et al., as the strips (9b,9c) define respective thicknesses that are 
sufficient enough t6 be deemed as "strips" (rather than just "coatings" or "layers"), such as in the strips (9b,9c) made by cladding (Okita et 
al.; column 7, line 20), which deposits a significant amount of metal material on the core material 9a. The remaining arguments are mainly 
drawn to advantages of the applicants' invention, rather than alleged deficiencies of independent claim 1 . Despite the fact that the 
amendment to independent claim 1 overcomes prior 35 USC 112, 2 nd paragraph rejections (see section 2 of the final rejection), claims 1-4 
and 7-9 remain rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Okita et al. (US 5,552,573). 
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
